This is in response to the above referenced Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request. 
Specifically, you requested information related to various FOIA costs, staffing and 
activities for 2017-2019. 

The Freedom of Information Act allows you to request any records not already required 
to be made available pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(1) or (a)(2). The majority of the 
records you request are already available to the public. As such, the Federal Bureau of 
Prisons (BOP) is not required to release those records. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(a)(3). 
Information on BOP FOIA staffing, costs, contact information for the FOIA officer and 
Public Liaison, fee waiver stats, FOIA fees collected and other statistical information is 
publicly available on the web. You may access this information at https://www.foia.qov/ . 
then click on Agency FOIA data. Annual data, and select Department of Justice (DOJ) 
as the Agency from the pull down menu. You may then select BOP as the Component 
under DOJ and choose various types of reports for the system to generate by specific 
year, including the vast majority of information you seek.

In regard to your request for information related to FOIA requester categories for 2017 
and 2018, and FOIA fee projections and collections for 2017 and 2018, staff located 356 
pages of responsive records, which were forwarded to this office for a release 
determination. After careful review, we determined 351 pages are appropriate for 
release in full and 5 pages are appropriate for release in part. Copies of released 
records are attached. 









Pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552, records that were redacted 
were redacted under (b)(6), which permits withholding of records and information about 
individuals when disclosure would be a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy.
